AREA  AND  POPULATION. 

Tlie  area  of  the  Borough  is  4,292  acres  and  the  mean 
height  above  sea  level  is  310  feet. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  1931  census  was 
30,796.  The  Registrar-General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  popu- 
lation for  1937  is  29,830. 

NUMBER  OF  INHABITED  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  1931  census  was 
7,752  and  at  the  end  of  1937  the  number  was  8,726  according 
to  the  rate  books. 
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RATEABLE  VALUE.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  number  of  persons,  resident  in  (Jhorley,  who  Mere  in 
receipt  of  relief  at  the  end  of  1937  was  6U4 ; 88  M-ere  receiv- 
ing indoor  relief  and  51b  outdoor  relief.  At  the  end  of  1936 
9U3  M^ere  in  receipt  of  relief.  The  total  amount  of  out-door 
relief  disbursed  to  Chorley  residents  during  1937  was  £11,141 
as  compared  with  £16,103  in  1936,  £16,862  in  1935,  and 
£13,002  in  1934. 

The  Manager  of  the  Labour  Exchange  has  furnished  in- 
formation which  shows  that  unemployment,  as  recorded  by 
his  department,  M^as  less  prevalent  than  in  1936.  The  average 
number  of  persons  registered  as  unemployed  in  one  week  of 
each  month  during  1937  M'as  1898  (1,363  men,  459  Mmmen, 
and  76  juveniles)  as  compared  with  2,419  (1,633  men,  660 
women,  and  126  juveniles)  in  1936. 

The  erection  of  the  Royal  Ordnance  Factory  at  Euxton 
was  begun  early  in  1937  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  5,000 — - 
6,000  men  were  employed  there.  Most  of  this  labour  has 
been  imported  and  as  many  of  these  men  have  sought  accom- 
modation in  the  town  a considerable  increase  in  overcrowding 
has  resulted.  It  is  anticipated  that  when  the  factory  is  com- 
pleted much  of  this  overcroMuling  will  be  abated  by  the  re- 
moval from  the  district  of  this  temporary  influx  of  population. 
This  large  increase  of  wage  earners  in  the  district  has  given 
the  toMm  a superficial  appearance  of  prosperity  but  the  cotton 
trade,  the  staple  industry  of  the  town,  shoM’s  no  signs  of  im- 
provement. 

Ill  the  aecompanyiiig  statistical  table  are  slioM'ii  those 
items  most  likely  to  be  affected  adversely  by  severe  poverty 
and  distress. 
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METEOROLOGY. 

Meteorological  records  are  kept  at  Common  Bank 
Sewage  Works  and  readings  are  taken  daily.  The  monthly 
averages  of  rainfall  and  temperature  are  shown  in  Table  1. 
The  total  rainfall  was  2-3.33  inches  as  compared  with  37.44 
inches  in  1936. 

MARRtAGES. 

The  number  of  marriages  solemnised  in  Chorley  during 
1937  was  292  as  compared  with  310  in  1936.  This  j’ields  a 
marriage  rate  of  9.8  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with 
10.4  in  1936  and  9.0  in  1935. 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  as  having  occurred 
during  1937  was  410 ; this  includes  the  births  of  children  of 
Chorley  residents  which  occurred  at  places  outside  the  town 
and  excludes  children  born  in  the  town  but  whose  parents 
are  not  uormallj"  resident  in  Chorley.  These  births  represent 
a birth-rate  of  13.7  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with 
14.9  for  England  and  Wales.  Of  these,  90  births  occurred 
during  the  first  tpiarter  of  the  year,  96  during  the  second 
quarter,  112  during  the  third  quarter,  and  112,  during  the 
last  quarter. 

There  were  15  illegitimate  live  births  in  1937  as  com- 
pared with  9 ill  1936,  4 in  1935,  13  in  1934,  and  20  in  1933. 

The  birth-rate  for  each  year  since  1894  is  shown  in 
Table  II. 

Eor  the  last  tliree  years  the  birth-rate  has  been  less  than 
tlie  death-rate.  This  means  a natural  decrease  in  the  popula- 
tion of  the  Borough  and  makes  the  mainteiiance  of  the  popula- 
tion dependant  on  migration  into  the  town. 
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DEATHS. 

Dui'iug  1937,  432  deaths  occurred  and  were  spread  over

The  crude  death-rate  per  1,000  population  was  14.4  and 
these  death-rates  for  each  year  since  1894  are  shown  in  Table 
II.  When  this  crude  death-rate  has  been  adjusted  according 
to  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  of  Chorley 
a death-rate  of  10. 1 per  1,000  population  is  obtained  and  is 
statistically  comparable  with  the  death-rate  of  England  and 
AVales  for  1937  which  was  12.4 

The  number  of  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  (smallpox, 
measles,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  enteric 
fever,  and  diarrhoea)  was  3 as  compared  with  9 in  1936,  0 
in  1935,  and  14  in  1934. 

The  causes  of  death  at  all  ages  and  in  the  various  wards 
are  shown  in  Table  III.  There  were  212  deaths  of  males  .rnd 
220  deaths  of  females.  Of  the  total  deaths  78.2  per  cent 
occurred  in  persons  of  45  years  of  age  and  over  as  compared 
with  70.8  per  cent  in  1930,  72.5  ])er  cent  in  1935,  and  72.0 
per  cent  in  1934.

STILL-BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  still-births  registered  during  1937  was  33 
as  compared  with  39  in  1936,  33  in  1935,  and  29  in  1934. 
These  still-births  represent  7.4  per  cent  of  the  total  births  as 
compared  with  8.8  per  cent  in  1936.  The  still-birth  rate  per 
1,000  population  was  1.10  as  compared  with  0.60  for  England 
and  IVales.

CHILD  MORTALITY. 

During  1937  iliere  were  9 deaths  of  children  between 
the  ages  of  one  and  five  years  as  compared  with  G deaths  in 
1936.  The  chief  causes  of  child  mortality  during  the  year 
were  pneumonia  and  influenza. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

During  1937  there  was  1 death  due  to  caiises  associateil 
with  pregnancy  or  childbirth.  This  yields  a maternal  mor- 
tality rate  of  2.25  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  as 
compared  witli  3.11  for  England  and  Wales.  This  rate  for

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the 
Clinical  Research  Association  of  London  and  a duplicate 
reijort  of  each  examination  is  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  During  1937  the  following  specimens  were 
examined : — throat  swabs  63 ; nose  swabs  2 ; sputum  16 ; 
blood  4;  and  cerehro-spinal  fluid  1.  For  insured  persons  the 
laboratory  diagmjstic  services  of  the  Lancashire  Insurance 
Committee  are  available. 

Chemical  analyses  of  water,  milk,  etc.  are  carried  out 
by  the  County  Analyst  and  bacteriological  examinations  by 
Liverpool  University  Laboratory. 


AMBULANCES. 

A motor  ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Joint  Hospital 
Board  and  is  used  for  the  removal  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease.  For  other  cases  two  motor  ambulances  are  main- 
tained by  the  Corporation  at  the  Fire  Station  and  during 
1937  they  made  the  following  journeys  eovering  a distance 
of  8,774  miles.

NURSING 


The  Chorley  District  Nursing  Association  employs  three 
nurses  whose  services  are  available  tor  home  nursing  and 
treatment  but  not  for  maternity  cases.  In  1937  these  nurses 
paid  10,388  visits.  The  Corporation  makes  a contribution  to 
the  funds  of  the  Association. 

HOSPITALS. 

• 

The  Public  Assistance  Hospital  in  Eaves  Lane  has 
accommodation  for  82  men,  93  women,  and  13  children. 
These  beds  are  available  for  sick,  maternity,  and  mental 
cases. 

The  Chorley  and  District  Hospital  in  Preston  Road  has 
accommodation  for  medical,  surgical,  and  maternity  cases. 
During  1937,  1,550  in-patients  and  2,654  out-patients  were 
treated. 

Accommodation  for  cases  of  tuberculosis  is  provided  by 
Lancashire  County  Council  and  for  cases  of  infectious  disease 
by  Chorley  Joint  Hospital  Board.  Hospitals  in  Manchester, 
Liverpool,  and  neighbouring  towns  are  used  also  by  Chorley 
residents. 

MATERNITY  HOSPITALS. 

There  is  no  maternity  hospital  in  the  town  but  there 
are  maternity  departments  in  the  Chorley  and  District  Hos- 
pital and  the  Public  Assistance  Hospital. 
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^J'lio  Pul)li(“,  Assisiaiit'e  Hospital  admits  private  and  pcan- 
iaw  maternity  eases.  During'  1*J37  ^ 1 mothers  were 

confined  in  this  institution  and  of  these  8()  were  Cliorley 
residents.  The  Cur2)oratiun  have  made  arrangements  whereby 
uncomijlieated  maternity  eases  can  he  admitted  to  the  Public 
Assistance  Hospital  when  the  home  or  other  circumstances 
of  the  patient  render  it  desirable  that  the  confinement  should 
take  place  in  hospital.  Three  cases  were  admitted  under  this 
scheme  in  1937  and  the  Council  paid  the  maintenance  fees. 
The  Chorley  Hospital  admits  private  patients  and  others 
whose  maintenance  charges  are  guaranteed  by  the  Local 
Authority.  Both  normal  and  complicated  cases  are  admitted. 
During  1937,  89  normal  and  07  complicated  cases  were 
admitted  and  of  these  114  were  Chorley  residents.  The 
arrangements  between  this  hospital  and  the  Council  for  the 
admission  of  complicated  maternity  cases  continued  during 
1937  and  particulars  of  the  22  cases  admitted  are  given  in 
the  table  opposite.  Of  the  total  complicated  maternity  cases 
admitted  to  this  hospital  25  per  cent  were  submitted  to 
caesarian  section  as  compared  with  30  per  cent  in  1936,  48 
per  cent  in  1935,  and  50  per  cent  in  1934. 

OBSTETRIC  CONSULTANTS. 

On  request  general  practitioners  may  obtain  the  services 
of  Dr.  Bailey  of  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester,  or  Dr. 
vSimpson  of  the  Royal  Infinnary,  Preston,  either  at  the 
patient’s  home  or  at  Chorley  Hospital,  for  ante-natal,  labour, 
or  post-natal  complications.  During  1937  the  services  of 
these  consultants  were  utilised  on  8 occasions. 

ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST  NATAL  CARE. 

Certain  extensions  of  this  work  were  described  in  the 
report  for  1936  and  came  into  force  in  February,  1937.  The 
Couneil’s  scheme  now  consists  of : — 

(a)  Routine  ante  and  post-natal  clinics  held  at  fort- 
nif^'htly  intervals.

Studies  of  luateinal  mortality,  materiuil  morbidity,  still- 
birihs  and  iieo-iiatal  iiit'aut  deaths  focus  attention  on  the 
liealtli  and  fitness  of  the  expectant  mother.  Facilities  for 
the  skilled  supervision  of  pregnancy  are  available  throug’h 
jnunicipal,  county,  state  or  private  schemes  but  the  provision 
of  facilities  is  not  enough — expectant  mothers  must  use  these 
facilities. 


MIDWIVES. 

Laucashiie  County  Council  are  the  supervising  Authority 
under  the  Midwives’ Acts.  In  July  l‘J37,  under  the  Midwives’ 
Act  193G  they  introduced  a scheme  for  the  establishment  of 
a domiciliary  service  of  salaried  midwives.  The  following 
salaried  midwives  have  been  established  in  Chorley : —

Fees  for  the  services  of  these  midwives  have  been  fixed 
by  the  County  Council  and  a sliding  scale  operates  for  those 
who  are  unable  to  pay  the  full  fee. 

During  1937,  previous  to  the  establishment  of  the  above 
domiciliary  midwifery  service,  the  midwife’s  fee  was  paid 
by  the  Council  in  three  necessitous  cases. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

Two  infant  welfare  centres  are  provided  on  hired 
premises  by  the  Council  and  three  sessions  are  held  each 
week.  A voluntary  Ladies’  Committee  works  in  conjunction 
with  each  of  the  centres.  These  ladies  undertake  the  work 
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of  providing'  teas  for  the  mothers  and  assist  generally  in  the

Grenerally  as  soon  as  a child  is  toddling  his  attendances 
at  the  welfare  centres  cease,  and  until  he  conies  within  the 
purview  of  the  School  Medical  Service  his  contact  with  the 
health  services  is  negligible.  The  parents  may  seek  attention 
for  illness  or  gross  defect  but  there  is  little  supervision  by 
the  Local  Authority  of  the  child’s  growth  and  development 
during  the  important  years  preceding  the  child’s  entry  into 
school.  Various  methods  have  been  adopted  by  Local 
Authorities  to  meet  this  difficulty  and  in  general  they  come 
under  the  following  headings  : — 

(a)  Special  sessions  for  toddlers  at  the  Welfare  Centres. 

(b)  A system  of  regular  medical  examination  on  the 
lines  of  routine  school  medical  inspections. 

(c)  Nursery  schools  and  nurserj'  classes  which  bring  the 

children  under  the  School  Medical  Service  at  3 
years  of  age. 

(d)  Increase  of  home  visiting  bj^  Health  Visitors. 

There  is  need  for  extension  of  work  along  these  lines  so 
that  the  pre-school  child  may  receive  adequate  attention  and 
supervision.  Facilities  are  available  for  the  treatment  of 
defects  in  the  pro-school  child  and  they  are  being  utilised  to 
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a greatei  oxk'iit  each  year  but  the  biity  ot  a Weli'aie 
Aiitliority  is  “to  anticipate  departures  from  liealtli  and  to 
avert  the  onset  of  illness”.

DENTAL  CLINIC. 

During  1937,  36  cliildreu  under  5 years  of  age  received 
treatment  at  the  dental  clinic  and  in  30  of  these  cases  a 
g-eneral  anaesthetic  was  used.  Treatment  was  provided  also 
for  2 ante-natal  cases  and  one  post-natal  case. 

EYE,  EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT  CLINIC. 

During  1937,  8 children  under  school  age  were  seen  hy 
Dr.  Sykes  and  spectacles  were  prescribed  in  6 cases.  Two 
children  were  admitted  to  hospital  for  removal  of  tonsils  and 
adenoids. 

MINOR  AILMENTS  CLINIC.

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HEALTH  VISITORS. 

Twu  iioaltJi  Visitors  are  employed  by  tlie  Couucil,  and 
the  major  portion  of  their  time  is  devoted  to  visiting  infants 
and  young  children  in  their  homes.

I7o  matter  what  clinic  or  treatment  facilities  a AYelfare 
Authority  may  provide  there  will  always  be  a need  for  home 
visiting  by  health  visitors.  Apart  from  their  activities  in 
regard  to  the  health  and  nurture  of  infants  and  young  chil- 
dren health  visitors  do  invaluable  work  in  disseminating 
knowledge  of  clinics,  treatment  centies,  immunisation  and 
other  measures  designed  to  safeguard  the  health  of  the 
people.  The  steadily  increasing  use  of  these  facilities  is 
largely  due  to  the  work  of  the  health  visitors  in  inducing 
motliers  to  seek  advice  and  treatment  for  themselves  and  for 
their  children.  Unfortunately  in  recent  years  extensions  of 
tlie  infant  welfare  and  ante-natal  services  have  encroached 
seriously  on  the  time  available  to  the  health  visitors  for  liome 
visiting  with  a resultant  fall  in  the  number  of  liome  visits

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INSURANCE  MEDICAL  SERVICE. 

Tlie  approximate  uuml)er  of  insured  persons  in  Chorley 
entitled  to  Medical  lleiiefit  \uuler  the  National  Insurance  Acts 
at  31st  December,  1937  was  15,959.  The  estimated  number 
of  prescriptions  issued  to  insured  persons  in  Chorley  during 
1937  was  91,197. 

MEDICAL  OUT-RELIEF. 

Tliis  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Medical  Officers 
appointed  by  the  Public  Assistance  Authority. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  free  treatment  of 
venereal  diseases  are  provided  bj^  Lancashire  County  Council. 
No  treatment  centre  exists  in  the  Borough  but  there  are 
centres  in  Preston,  dVigan,  Bolton,  and  Blackburn. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis 
are  provided  by  Lancashire  Countj^  Council  and  the  local 
dispensary  is  at  34,  vSt.  Thomas’s  Iload.  A voluntary  care 
committee  woiks  in  association  witli  the  Tuberculosis 
Officers. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Chorley  Education 
Committee  and  a separate  report  on  this  work  has  been 
submitted. 

UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  AND  ILLEGITIMATE 
CHILDREN. 

No  special  arrangements  are  in  force  for  the  care  or 
supervision  of  such  cases  but  the  health  visitors  visit  the 
children  fre([uently. 
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INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

Tlie  health  visitors  act  as  Infant  Life  Piotection  Visitors. 
At  31st  Decenil)er  1!J37,  there  were  no  foster  children  on  the 
register. 

NURSING  HOMES. 

There  are  no  registered  nursing  homes  in  the  town  and 
no  application  for  registration  was  received  during  1937. 

FREE  MILK  SUPPLY. 

Where  the  family  income  is  below  the  scale  adopted  by 
the  Council  and  where,  on  medical  grounds,  additional 
nourishment  is  required  “accredited”  milk  is  supplied  free 
to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  to  infants  and  young 
children.  During  1937,  1583  gallons  were  supplied  as  com- 
pared with  1165  gallons  in  1936,  and  1604  gallons  in  1935. 
The  recipients  of  this  milk  were  19  expectant  mothers,  26 
nursing  mothers,  and  45  children.  No  dried  milks  are 
siq>plied  or  sold. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

One  thousand  copies  of  “Better  Health”  are  distributed 
free  throughout  the  town  each  month. 

In  connection  with  the  national  campaign  for  the  greater 
use  of  the  health  services  which  began  in  October  1937, 
posters  have  been  exhibited  at  the  schools  and  the  Health 
Department.  Leaflets  have  been  distributed  from  the  Wel- 
fare Centres  and  Clinics  and  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Librarian  special  book-marks  were  issued  from  the  Public 
Library. 

Leaflets  giving  details  of  the  local  Health  Services  have 
been  supplied  to  tlie  Gieueral  Post  Office  and  can  be  obtained 
there  on  reqiiest  at  the  counter. 


SECTION  C. 


Sanitary  Circumstances. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  town’s  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Liverpool 
Corporation  Waterworks  at  Kivington.  The  water  is  soft  and 
of  excellent  domestic  quality  but  has  a tendency  to  plumbo- 
solvent  action.  Regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  exam- 
inations are  carried  out  by  Liverpool  Corporation. 

Practically  every  dwelling  house  in  the  Borough  is 
supplied  direct  from  the  mains  and  the  approximate  number 
of  houses  supplied  is  9,050.  In  some  areas  of  the  town  the 
pressure  in  the  mains  is  low.  A water  tower  has  been 
erected  in  Preston  Road  to  assist  in  maintaining  the  pressure 
in  the  northern  area  of  the  town.  Luring  1937  the  mains 
were  extended  approximately  2,700  yards  to  supply  new 
property. 

The  waters  from  a well  and  from  a spring  at  Gate  Moss 
Farm  were  submitted  to  chemical  and  bacteriological  exam- 
ination. The  water  from  the  well  was  found  to  be  unsafe  for 
drinking  purposes  owing  to  pollution  from  an  adjacent 
manure  heap.  The  spring  water  was  found  to  be  satisfactory 
though  showing  some  evidence  of  surface  pollution.  The 
occupier  of  the  farm  was  advised  to  discontinue  the  use  of 
the  well  and  particulars  were  supplied  of  the  works  neces- 
sary to  protect  the  spring  from  pollution  by  surface  water. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  are  connected 
to  sewers  but  in  the  Red  Bank,  Tincklers  Barracks,  Birkacre, 
Euxton  Lane,  Preston  Road,  Blackburn  Road,  Carr  Lane, 
and  Luxbui’}^  areas  no  sewers  are  available.  A scheme  for 
sewering  the  Blackburn  Road  area  has  been  approved  and  is 
expected  to  be  completed  during  1938.  The  provision  of 
sewerage  for  Luxbury  and  the  lower  portion  of  the  eastern 
valley  has  also  received  consideration. 
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New  liouses  contmue  to  be  erected  in  areas  not  supplied 
with  sewers.  There  is  a risk  that  an  accumulation  of  septic 
tanks  in  any  area  may  give  rise  to  a nuisance  by  folding'  of 
laud  or  ditches. 


Previous  to  1936  the  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  town 
was  carried  out  on  the  combined  system  but  in  1936  a scheme 
to  provide  separate  drainage  for  surface  water  and  sewage 
was  inaugurated.

The  main  sewage  works  are  situated  at  Common  Bank 
and  the  average  daily  flow  during  1937  was  1,697,600  gal- 
lons. At  Cowling,  Heapey,  and  Botany  are  small  auxiliary 
works  where,  owing  to  geographical  difficulties,  it  is  im- 
possible without  pumping  or  tunneling  to  convey  the  sewage 
to  the  main  works. 


The  Corporation  by  agreement  with  the  Chorley  Rural 
District  Council  and  the  War  Office  have  undertaken  to  dis- 
pose of  sewage  from  the  Parish  of  Euxton  and  the  Royal 
Ordnance  Factory  at  their  Common  Bank  Works.  This  has 
necessitated  the  construction  of  an  outfall  sewer  and  this 
work  was  begun  in  1937.  The  new  sewer  has  a total  length 
of  2,410  yards  of  which  940  yards  is  of  single  15  inch  diameter 
pipe  and  1,470  yards  is  of  double  15  inch  diameter  pipe.  This 
sewer  is  laid  cliiefly  in  tunnel  at  depths  up  to  50  feet. 
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To  deal  with  this  additional  sewage  considerable  exten- 
sion of  the  Common  Bank  Sewage  Works  will  he  required. 
The  scheme  of  extension  provides  for  4 detritus  tanks,  7 
sedimentation  tanks,  2 storm  water  tanks,  7 percolating 
filters,  2 humus  tanks,  1 sludge  digestion  tank,  2 sludge  dry- 
ing beds,  a sludge  pumping  oi;tfit  and  other  incidental  works. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  rivers  and  streams  in  the  Borough  are  inspected 
regularly  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  Eibble  Joint  Committee. 
No  complaint  of  pollution  was  bro;ight  to  the  notice  of  this 
department  during  1937. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.

The  Corporation 
undertakes  the  eniptyiu”'  of  3 priA'y  middens  and  49  pail 
closets.  This  work  is  (h)ne  during'  the  day  aiid  the  contents 
are  buried  or  conveyed  to  the  sewage  works.  By  agreement 
Chorley  itural  District  Council  undertakes  the  emptying  of 
pail  closets  at  Birkacre. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  cleansing  of  streets  and  the  clearance  of  snow  is 
carried  out  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  In- 
spector. The  refuse  is  c(dlected  in  motor  vehicles  and  the 
9093  covered  ashbins  in  use  are  emptied  weekly. 

The  refuse  destructor  is  situated  in  Stump  Lane.  The 
deterioration  of  the  furnaces,  referred  to  in  previous  reports, 
continued  and  early  in  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  discon- 
tinue the  use  of  three  of  the  tour  fires.  By  the  incineration 
of  refuse  in  one  fire  only,  steam  to  drive  dynamo,  mortar 
mills,  etc.,  could  not  be  obtained,  and  considerable  quantities 
of  coal  had  to  be  used  to  get  the  heat  necessaiy  to  generate 
steam.  The  quantity  of  refuse  disposed  of  at  the  Destructor 
during  1937  was  as  follows : —

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The  ]'el'iise  was  not  sorted  at  the  destructor  hefore  iii- 
ciueration  hut,  according  as  a market  could  he  found  for 
them,  scrap  inetal,  tins,  clinker,  mortar  and  fish  meal  were 
sold . 

Concurrent  with  the  partial  closing  of  the  destructor  a 
controlled  tip  was  started  in  a narrow  gulley  hehiiid  Yai'row 
House.  Concrete  pipes,  3 feet  in  diameter,  were  used  to  pipe 
the  water  running  through  this  gulley.  At  the  end  of  six 
weeks  these  pipes  were  found  to  he  cracking  and  warping  and 
tipping  on  that  site  had  to  he  discontinued.  Neither  when  in 
use  nor  since  has  any  complaint  been  received  in  regard  to 
this  tip.  For  the  remainder  of  the  year  crude  tipping  was 
continued  on  the  Carr  Lane  site.  Luring  1937  approximately 
5,900  tons  of  refuse  were  disposed  of  by  tipping. 

LAVATORIES  AND  URINALS. 

There  are  22  public  lavatories  and  5 urinals  in  the  town 
and  the  conduct  and  supervision  of  these  are  under  the  control 
of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  provision  of  further 
conveniences  and  the  modernisation  of  the  present  premises 
should  receive  serious  consideration  from  the  Council.

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Sani- 
tary Inspectors  during  1937  was  7,181.  The  number  of 
premises  showing  defects  or  nuisances  was  963  and  963  in- 
formal notices  of  the  work  required  to  remedy  these  defects 
or  nuisances  were  served.  The  number  of  informal  notices 
which  were  complied  with  during  1937  was  1,263  including 
638  which  were  served  in  1936. 

At  the  end  of  the  j-ear  the  works  specified  in  338  informal 
notices  had  not  been  carried  out. 

Du  ring  1937  the  Local  Authority  served  30  statutory 
notices  under  the  Housing  Acts,  18  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts  and  9 under  the  Chorley  Corporation  Act.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  the  work  specified  in  6 of  these  notices  had  not 
been  done.  Legal  proceedings  were  necessary  in  one  case  to 
obtain  entry  to  the  premises  for  the  purpose  of  abating  the 
nuisance.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Ten  smoke  observations  were  taken  during  1937  and  in 
no  case  was  the  emission  of  smoke  excessive.  Legal  pro- 
ceedings were  taken  in  regard  to  one  case  of  chimney  firing- 
in  a dwelling  house.  Nuisance  from  smoke  is  very  prevalent 
in  the  Borough  and  there  is  no  evidence  of  effort  by  local 
industries  to  reduce  this  nuisance.  Most  of  the  smoke  is  due 
to  careless  stoking  and  indicates  wastage  of  fuel.  The  Council 
have  not  used  the  powers  granted  by  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  to  make  bye-laws  regulating  the  emission  of  smoke. 

SHOPS. 

During  the  year  403  visits  were  paid  to  shops  in  regard 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts.

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Apart  from  verbal  warnings  no  action  has  been  taken  in 
regard  to  these  contraventions  of  the  Acts.  These  verbal 
warnings  have  brought  little  or  no  resijonse  from  shop- 
keepers and  a more  stringent  enforcement  of  the  Acts  appears 
to  be  necessary. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  8 premises  registered  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing on  trades  classified  as  offensive,  namely : tripe  dressing 
5,  gut  scraping  1,  and  tanning  2.  These  premises  are  in- 
spected to  see  that  they  conform  to  the  regulations.

PIC  KEEPING. 

No  contraventions  of  the  bye-laws  were  brought  to  the 
notice  of  this  department  during  1937. 
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RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 

No  special  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  the  destmcticni 
of  rats  and  mice.  Uuring  the  3'ear  28  complaints  of  infesta- 
tion by  rats  were  received  and  measures  were  taken  to  clear 
the  premises  in  each  case. 

RAC  FLOCK  ACTS. 

There  are  6 premises  in  the  Borough  where  rag  flock  is 
sold  or  used.  No  samples  of  flock  were  taken  for  analysis. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

In  the  Borough  there  are  4 caravans  used  for  human 
habitation  and  no  nuisance  in  regard  to  these  was  found.  A 
constant  watch  is  kept  for  new  caravans  arriving  in  the  town. 
Such  arrivals  usually  move  out  of  the  Borough  when  their 
attention  is  drawn  to  the  provisions  of  the  Chorley  Corpora- 
tion Act,  1926. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  2 common  lodging-houses  in  the  town.  In 
normal  times  these  premises  are  suflicient  for  the  needs  of 
the  town.  At  present  while  the  Roj'al  Ordnance  Factorj'  is 
under  construction,  the  accommodation  available  is  insuffi- 
cient and  many  private  houses  are  being  used  as  common 
lodging  houses — in  fact  if  not  in  law.  New  bye-laws  in  regard 
to  common  lodging  houses  are  required. 

HOUSES  LET-IN  LODGINGS. 

No  bye-laws  governing  this  class  of  property  have  been 
made  by  the  Corporation  and  the  usual  defects  of  insufficient 
water  supply  and  inadequate  cooking,  washing,  food  storage 
and  sanitary  facilities  are  prevalent.

More 
frequent  inspection  is  required. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

During  1937  the  erection  of  public  swimming  baths  was 
commenced  and  will  be  completed  early  in  1938.  There  are 
two  privately  owned  open-air  swimming  pools  in  the  town. 
In  Circular  1503  the  Ministry  of  Health  states  that  Local 
Authorities  should  see  that  the  water  is  kept  at  a proper 
standard  of  cleanliness  and  purity  in  all  swimming  baths  or 
pools  open  to  the  public,  whether  owned  by  the  Local 
Authority  or  by  private  persons. 
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ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

During  1937  one  Council  liuuse  und  3U  other  houses  were 
found  to  he  infested  with  hugs.  The  Council  house  and  Ih 
other  houses  were  disinfested  hy  spraying  with  a verniicide 
and  steam  disinfection  of  bedding,  etc.  The  belongings  of 
G2  families  who  were  rehoused  from  clearance  areas  or  in- 
dividual unfit  houses  were  disinfested  hy  cyanide  fumigation 
on  the  day  of  removal  to  the  new  premises.  The  Council 
employs  a contractor  for  all  cyanide  fumigations. 

At  every  opportunity  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  inform 
tenants  of  the  measures  necessary  to  avoid  hug  infestation 
and  emphasise  the  need  for  cleanliness  and  for  care  in  the 
purchase  of  second-hand  furniture  and  bedding.

INDIVIDUAL  UNFIT  HOUSES. 

Official  representations  by  the  Medical  Ofiicer  of  Health 
under  Sections  11  and  12  of  the  Housing  Act  1936  were  made 
in  regard  to  the  following  houses. —

A Closing  Order  was  made  in  regard  to  one  liouse,  a 
Demolition  Order  iu  regard  to  one  house  and  an  undertaking 
that  they  would  no  longer  he  used  for  human  habitation  was 
accepted  in  regard  to  the  remaining  two  houses. 

On  appeal  to  the  County  Court  the  Demolition  Order  on 
228,  Pall  Mall  wah  cxuashed  and  the  owners  carried  out  the 
works  necessary  to  I’ender  the  house  reasonably  fit  for  human 
habitation. 

The  efforts  of  the  Local  Authority  in  regard  to  housing 
are  devoted  largely  to  the  removal  of  “slums”  and  to  repairs 
in  other  houses.  In  many  houses  repairs  will  postpone  tem- 
poraril}'  the  risks  of  closure  or  demolition  hut  onlj’  a thorough 
reconditioning  can  protect  the  liouse  from  such  risks. 
Patching  will  not  he  sufficient  and  in  reconditioning  con- 
sideration must  he  given  to  such  matters  as  protection  against 
damp  and  the  provision  of  hot  water,  baths,  washing  facili- 
ties, cooking  and  food  storage  facilities  and  jvadily  accessible 
sanitary  accommodation. 

CLEARANCE  AREAS. 

During  1937  Clearance  Orders  were  made  in  regard  to 
North  Street  Area  (7U  houses)  and  Leigh  Row  (No.  2)  Area 
(3  houses).  At  the  end  of  the  year  these  Orders  had  not  been 
confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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ERECTION  OF  NEW  HOUSES. 

During’  1937,  213  houses  were  erected  in  the  town.  Uf 
these  62  were  erected  by  the  Corporation  and  were  u^jed  to 
re-house  families  displaced  from  the  Leigh  Street  and  Leigh 
Row  Clearance  Area  and  individual  unfit  houses. 

OVERCROWDING. 

The  Minister  of  Health  appointed  July  1st,  1937,  as  the 
date  on  which  the  sections  of  the  Housing  Acts  dealing  with 
overcrowding  should  come  into  force  in  the  Borough  of 
Chorley.  Since  that  date  it  has  been  an  offence  for  a land- 
lord or  occupier  to  cause  or  permit  a house  to  he  overcrowded. 
Special  protection  is  given  in  the  Act  in  respect  of  over- 
crowding in  existence  at  July  1st,  1937,  and  no  offence  is 
committed  by  the  occupier  unless  he  refuses  an  offer  of 
suitable  alternative  accommodation. 

Toi  enable  landlords  to  he  supplied  with  the  ‘‘permitted 
number’'  for  each  house  a temporal'}^  staff  was  engaged  tO' 
measiire  the  rooms  in  each  house.  The  number  of  houses 
measured  was  6,932,  and  these  houses  were  occupied  by  7,915 
families.  This  survey  revealed  371  families  to  be  over- 
crowded as  compared  with  280  families  at  the  preliminary 
survey  in  1936.  Further,  only  38  houses  were  found  to  he 
empty  as  compared  with  89  houses  at  the  1936  siirvej". 

The  erection  of  the  Royal  Ordnance  Factory  at  Euxton 
has  resulted  in  a considerable  influx  of  population  into  the 
town  and  this  has  caused  further  overcrowding. 

An  additional  62  cases  of  overcrowding  have  come  to  the 
notice  of  the  department  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  418 
families  consisting  of  1,897  persons  were  known  to  be  over- 
crowded. During  the  year  15  cases  of  overcrowding  involving 
73  persons  were  relieved.  Ten  cases  were  relieved  by  slum 
clearance  rehousing,  3 cases  in  Corporation  houses  by  the  pro- 
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visiuii  ul'  alternative  accuimiiodatioii  aiul  2 cases  hy  tlie  sub- 
leiuuits  fiiuliiig  otlier  accoiiiiuDdatioii.  The  true  position  in 
reyaril  to  overcrowd inj^'  is  worse  than  these  ti^'ures  suy^est 
because  (a)  there  has  been  a great  increase  in  the  number  of 
lodgers  in  the  town,  and  (b)  rooms  not  used  for  sleeping 
purposes  are  counted  in  the  calculation  of  the  “permitted 
number’’. 

Even  if  considerable  improvement  can  be  anticipated  to 
take  place  when  the  Royal  Ordnance  Eactorj-  is  completed 
housing  accommodation  for  the  relief  of  overcrowding  will 
be  necessary.  In  estimating  what  additional  accommodation 
will  be  necessary  the  following  factors  should  be  taken  into 
consideration : — 

(a)  The  number  of  vacant  dwellings  which  might  be 
utilised  for  re-housing  overcrowded  families.  There 
must  always  be  a margin  of  vacant  houses.  As  this 
margin  at  the  1937  survey  was  only  0.5  per  cent  no 
contribution  to  the  relief  of  overcrowding  can  be 
ex])ected  from  this  source. 

(b)  The  number  of  houses  to  be  vacated  by  overcrowded 
families  which,  in  theory,  would  be  available  for  re- 
housing smaller  overcrowded  families.  Iji  actual 
practice  private  landlords  prefer  to  clioose  their 
tenants  and  no  pressure  can  bo  used  to  ol)tain  the 
tenancy  of  such  houses  for  overcrowded  families. 

(c)  It  is  probable  that  some  overcrowded  sub-tenants 
will  find  other  accommodation  of  sufficient  size.  The 
extent  of  this  cannot  bo  estimated  and  nO'  allowance 
should  be  made  tor  this  as  sub-letting  with  its 
attendant  evils  slioiihl  not  be  encouraged. 

(d)  The  number  of  overcrowded  families  tor  whom 
accommodation  may  be  provided  in  the  course  of 
slum  clearance  operations. 
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(i‘)  Overcrowding  ul  owuer-occvipier  or  principal  tenant 
faniilies  due  to  ,snl)-letting  can  be  abated  by  tke 
displacement  of  the  sub-tenant. 

(f)  The  extent  to  which  existing  Corporation  houses 
could  be  used  for  the  relief  of  overcrowding. 

(g)  The  extent  to  which  new  accommodation  may  be 
provided  by  private  enterprise.  Unless  such  houses 
are  provided  at  low  rentals  they  cannot  be  expected 
to  contribute  to  any  extent  to  the  relief  of  over- 
crowding. 

(li)  Tlie  general  position  in  the  town  in  regard  to  tbe 
types  and  sizes  of  working-class  houses. 

The  work  of  the  department  in  regard  to  overcrowding 
does  not  cease  when  the  surve}^  is  completed.  Records  have 
to  be  kept  of  the  effect  of  births,  deaths  and  the  passage  of 
time  on  the  size  of  families,  of  changes  of  tenancy,  etc.,  and 
a watch  has  to  be  kept  for  the  occurrence  or  abatement  of 
overcrowding.  This  supervision  of  approximately  8,0U0 
families  has  added  consideraltly  to  the  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors.

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MILK. 

The  inspect ioii  oi  cowsheds,  dairies,  and  retail  purveyors’ 
l)reinises  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  t'ol-

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During'  1937,  3 dealers’  licences  for  distribution  were 
issued  in  respect  of  “accredited”  milk  and  one  in  respect  of 
“Tuberculin  tested”  milk.  One  pasteurising  plant  was 
licensed. 

There  are  30  registered  cowsheds  in  the  toAvn  and  these 
premises  are  inspected  at  intervals  during  the  year.  The 
cleanliness  and  general  repair  of  these  premises  vary  and  in 
some  cases  there  is  considerable  room  for  improvement. 
During  the  year  29  notices  requiring  cowsheds  to  be  lime- 
washed  were  issued.  The  following  repairs  and  alterations 
to  cowsheds,  etc.,  were  carried  out  during  1937 : — 

1.  Walls  rendered  in  cement. 

2.  Walls  rendered  in  cement. 

3.  Floor  repaired;  walls  rendered  in  cement,  fencing 
renewed,  additional  windows  and  ventilation. 

4.  Eight  stalls  added;  ventilation,  floors  and  lighting 
^ improved ; water  laid  on  to  bowls ; new  dairy 

erected;  sterilising  plant  installed. 

Dairy  walls  repaired. 
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Whi'i'e  repairs  or  all erat ions  In  sliippons  or  dairies  are 
couteinplated  the  Sanitary  Inspeetor  should  be  consulted  be- 
fore the  work  is  put  in  hand  to  ensure  that  the  proposed 
works  will  comply  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders. 

Numerous  examinations  of  cliurns,  hand  cans,  vehicles 
etc.,  were  made,  and  attention  drawn  to  all  contraventions 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders.  The  advocacy  of  clean 
methods  of  milk  production,  handling  and  retailing  con- 
tinues but  meets  with  little  response  from  some  retailers. 

No  action  was  necessary  with  regard  to  milk  trade  em- 
ployees suffering  from  tuberculosis.  Under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  1925,  9 cows  were  slaughtered  and  post-mortem  exam- 
ination revealed  tuberculosis  in  all  cases.  A further  10  cows 
from  the  County  Area  were  slaughtered  at  the  municipal 
abattoir  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Order. 

Three  samples  of  “accredited”  milk,  one  of  pasteurised 
milk  and  two  of  ungraded  milk  were  sribmitted  to  a biological 
test  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli,  and  a negative  result 
was  obtained  in  each  case. 

ICE  CREAM. 

The  Chorley  Corporation  Act,  193G,  requires  all  premises 
used  for  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  ice-cream  to  be  registered 
and  45  premises  were  on  the  register  at  the  31st  December, 
1937. 

POTTED  MEAT,  ETC. 

Premises  in  Cliorley  used  for  the  preparation  or  manu- 
facture of  potted  or  preserved  meat,  fish,  etc.,  must  be  regis- 
tered and  at  the  end  of  the  year  54  such  premises  were  on  the 
register. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSE. 


A public  abattuiv  has  been  i)i()vi(leil  by  the  Corporatiuii 
and  llieie  arc  no  private  .slaughter  liuuses  iu  llie  Jloruugli. 
All  slaughtermen  are  licensed  and  the  humane  killer  is  used 
for  all  animals.

The  amount  of  tolls  taken  at  the  slaughterhouse  during 
1937  was  T809  18s.  3.,  as  compared  Avitli  £921  14s.  lOd.  in 
1936,  £829  9s.  5cl.  in  1935,  and  £675  Os.  3d.,  in  1934. 

The  pig  killing  premises  are  inadequate  and  unhygienic 
and  the  roof  and  walls  are  urgently  in  need  of  repairs.  The 
cattle  and  sheep  slaughtering  premises  are  in  fair  condition 
but  are  not  up  to  modern  standards.  Serious  consideration 
has  been  given  by  the  Council  to  the  question  of  improving 
and  modernising  the  slaughterhouse  hut  no  action  has  been 
taken  owing  to  the  uncertaintj''  of  the  Government  policy  in 
regard  to  regional  slaughtering. 

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924. 

Shops,  market  stalls,  vehicles  have  been  subjected  to 
frequent  inspection.  Many  warnings  have  to  be  given  to 
those  qngaged  in  the  handling  and  transport  of  food  in  regard 
to  such  matters  as  cleanliness  and  the  avoidance  of  contami- 
nation.

This  unsound  food  was  disposed  of  by  incineration  at 
the  refuse  destructor.  No  unsound  food  was  found  exposed 
for  sale. 

Imported  meat  on  arrival  in  this  country  is  submitted 
to  inspection  before  being  released  for  sale.  There  is  no 
guarantee  that  home-killed  meat  coming  into  the  town  has 
been  inspected.  To  ensure  that  all  meat  is  submitted  to  a 
thorough  inspection  before  being  offered  to  the  public,  bye- 
laws under  section  104  of  the  Chorley  Corporation  Act,  1926, 
would  be  necessary.  Such  bye-laws  would  require  that  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  be  notified  of  the  arrival  in  town  of  any 
meat  which  had  not  been  inspected  and  passed  as  fit  by  a 
duly  qualified  inspector. 

Frequent  inspections  are  made  of  the  food  exposed  for  sale 
on  the  market  stalls.

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SCARLET  FEVER. 

IJuriiig'  1937  there  were  05  cases  ot  scarlet  fever  as  coin- 
pared  with  48  cases  in  193(),  190  cases  in  1935,  and  147  cases 
in  1934.  Wliere  satistactui'y  home  isolation  can  he  ohtained 
patients  are  not  admitted  to  hospital.  One  death  was  certi- 
fied as  due  to  scarlet  fever. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Eleven  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  in  1937  as  com- 
pared with  7 cases  in  1936,  16  cases  in  1935,  and  34  cases  in 
1934.  One  death  was  dne  to  this  disease. 

Immnni.'.ation  against  diplitheria  is  now  provided  free 
for  children  helween  the  ages  of  18  months  and  14  years. 
During  1937,  19  children  received  immunising  injections  of 
diplitlieria  prophylactic  (T.A.M.). 


TYPHOID  AND  PARA-TYPHOID  FEVERS. 

One  case  of  para-tjjdioid  fever  was  notified.  The  source 
of  tlie  infection  was  not  traced. 


ERYSIPELAS. 

Tliis  disease  was  notified  as  occurring  in  13  persons  and 
4 ot  them  were  admitted  to  hospital. 


ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARCICA. 

One  case  was  notified,  was  admitted  to  hospital  and  died 
there. 


POLIO-ENCEPHALITIS. 


One  notification  was  received.  Tlie  patient  was  admitted 
to  hospital  and  died  there. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

Three  cases  were  notified  during  1937  and  were  admitted 
to  hospital.  No  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  this  <lisease. 


ACUTE  PRIMARY  PNEUMONIA. 

During  1937,  38  cases  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  were 
notified  as  compared  witli  22  cases  in  1936  and  29  cases  in 
1935.  Pneumonia  was  certified  to  he  the  cause  of  death  in 
23  persons  as  compared  with  9 in  1936,  and  28  in  1935. 


INFLUENZA. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1937,  influenza,  though  not 
epidemic,  showed  a fairly  liigh  prevalence.  Four  cases  of 
influenzal  pneumonia  Avere  notified  and  during  the  year  22 
deaths  Avere  certified  as  due  to  influenza.  The  influenza  death- 
rate  in  Chorley  for  1937  was  0.73  per  1,000  population  as 
compared  Avith  a rate  of  0.45  for  England  and  AVales. 


MEASLES  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH. 

These  diseases  are  not  notifiahle.  One  case  of  Avhooping- 
cough  pneumonia  Avas  admitted  to  hospital.  During  the  year 
there  AA^ere  no  deaths  from  measles  and  one  death  from 
whooping  cough. 
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PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

Two  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notitted  and  were 
removed  to  Sliaroe  lireeii  Hospital,  Preston.  As  a pre- 
cautionary measure  two  cases  of  septic  abortion  were  also 
lemoved  to  tliis  hospital. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

One  case  of  o])tlialmia  neonatorum  was  notified  during

DISINFECTION. 

The  disinfecting  station  is  situated  in  Back  Street. 
During  1937,  133  premises  were  disinfected  by  means  of 
sulphur  or  formalin  and  1,444  articles  of  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.,  were  disinfected  by  steam.  Liquid  disinfectant  is 
supplied  free  to  householders  when  cases  of  infectious 
disease  occur. 
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Baths  were  provided  at  the  disiiifectiug  station  for  2 
children  suffering  from  scabies. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  is  provided  by  a Joint  Hospital 
Board  and  serves  the  Borough  and  Hural  District  of  Chorley 
and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Leyland  and  Adlington.  The 
following  cases  from  the  Borough  were  treated  in  the  hospital 
during  1937.
